“People generally are

about in 1913 have come to be re­ 
garded as ideal. 
Untold distress 
has been caused by the rapid price 
increases of the last 
four 
years. 
Sufferings already endured by the 
people through rising prices will be 
multiplied 
tenfold if prices 
drop 
within the next seven years to the 
1913 level. 
A period of falling pri­ 
ces is always a time of business de­ 
pression, failures 
and 
unemploy­ 
m ent.” 
Declaring that the 
governments 
of the w'orld could not reduce their 
indebtedness suddenly the commis­ 
sioner said the credit 
that would 
to be extended to Europe by this 
country would produce further in­ 
flation, “thus boosting prices still 
higher.” 
Similarly the worll’s pro­ 
duction of goods cannot be increas­ 
ed suddenly. 
For that reason, he 
said, fear that Europe would flood 
American m arkets to the detrim ent 
of domestic industry was unfound­ 
ed.

BIRTHS EXCEED DEATHS 
8URIN6 THE PAST YEAR 


During the year 1919 the birth 
rate in Sedalia exceded by 68 the 
death rate, according to a report 
of Dr. W. E. Bess local registrar of 
vital statistics. W ith the exception 
of last February, when numerous 
deaths occurred from influenza the 
m ajority of deaths during the year 
were from chronic diseases such as 
old age, cancer, apoplexy and tuber­ 
culosis.

D. W. Griffith’s latest work, “Broken Blossoms,” 
was told in pictures because there are no words 
delicate or exquisite enough to have told it. 
For, 
after all, words are crude and cold. 
The night winds swaying the bells of an old 
temple might have suggested the story. 
Incense 
smoke curling upward in wreaths of mauve and gray 
from a dim old altar might have suggested it; 
or 
the amber notes of a flute across the wraters of a 
shadowy fJake. But the story of “Broken Blossoms” 
never can be told in words. 
It* is a drama of pity and of death.
